The 
nOUnff  company  Is  one  of  the  few  old  Industries 
ktt  of  the  many  Important  business  organlza- 
tldba  which  In  the  early  history  of  British  Colum- 
made  ttie  city  of  Victoria  the  business  centre 
of  this  province.  Like  so  many  of  the  pioneer 
man  and  women,  the  pioneer  businesses  and  In- 
dwtriaa  no  longer  have  "a  local  habiUUon  and  a 
name." 

Mr.  Glbbs  spent  practically  all  his  business 
life  In  the  service  of  the  old  company,  rising 
fNm  tha  lowly  poaltton  of  clerk  to  that  of  general 
manager.  That  Is  something  which  could  not 
have  been  accomplished  vylthout  exceptional 
IMi^hflfa  qoallflcaUons,  jrapplamtBlad  by  dm- 
gaoca.

Iff.  Olbba'  heart  and  soul  were  in  the  business 
Mttmated  to  hla  direction  and  keeping.  He  had 
no  thought  of  personal  ambition.

Lieutenant-Governors  have  been 
known  to  los<^,thelr  offiolal  heads  when  their 
actions  hate  been  condemned  by  the  voice  of  the 
people. 

'  Owing  to  the  peculiar  political  situation  in 
iRAind,  which  has  been  widely  discussed  in  two 
Parliaments  and  In  the  pres.s,  there  seems  to  be 
a  remote  possibility  that  the  Governor-General 
of  the  nree  State  may  be  dismissed  by  the  gov- 
ernment of  that  state.  The  President  of  the  Free 
aute  appears  to  have  a  rabid  dislike  to  the  King 
of  Great  Britain  (chlefiy  because  he  represents 
the  people  of  England),  and  UtUe  love  for  the 
O^vernor-Oeneral  because  he  represents  the 
King.  Therefore  there  appears  to  be  no  doubt 
that  de  Valera  would  kick  the  Oovemor-Oeneral 
out  of  Ireland  but  for  the  fact  that  he  is  doubt- 
ful about  the  consequences  of  such  a  rare  coup. 

There  are  two  aspects  to  the  critical  and  sen- 
sational situation   In   Ireland  which   keep  de 
Valera  in  a  state  of  suspense.  The  first  aspect  Is 
that  if  the  Governor-General  were  dismissed, 
that  Would  be  a  deelaraflnn  nf  Free  State  Inde- 
pendence and  a  challenge  to  the  British  Govern - 
mpit  the  Pvealdent  of  the  Free  State  haa  de- 
clitred  that  if  he  were  sure  about  the  manner  In 
vi^ch  the  British  Government  would  view  such 
drastic  action  he  would  have  no  hesitation  what- 
ever In  taking  It.    The  second  .i.spccf  is  that  If 
the  Governor-General  were  dismissed  the  Gov- 
erpmant  itaelf  would  be  reduced  to  a  state  of  im- 
potence and  the  Dall  to  a  position  of  Incom- 
p»ence.    For  the  Government  of  Ireland,  as 
coitstituted,  would  be  destitute  of  all  power  and

FIRST  COAST  SURVEY 
In  1891,  Mr.  Stewart  was  sent  to 
Vancouver  with  a  boat's  crew  of  five 
men  and  one  palling  boat  from  the 
Great  Lakes  to  make  a  survey  ol' 
Burrard  Inlet  from  Point  Atkinson 
to  Port  Kioedy.    It  was  the  first
